ment of the twelve men* wild, were recently sentenced to im- 
prisonninl for (erms ranging; from 18 months to 20 years for 
refusing lo fight in Hie American army, inlo which they had 
been drawn by the prescribed process, they willdo well to 
calmly review the facts before rendering final-judgment.. 


These men were a:tl American cilizens. Spine of them were 


born here of parents'who came'from"forei.g-n'lands'aiid the 
others had become cilizens through the process of naturaliza- 
tion. Their citizenship was as bona fide as though their, an- 
cestors had lived here for a century. They had all the rights 
and privileges that any citizen can have, and tliere also de- 
volved upon" them the duties and responsibilities of citizen- 
ship. 
. 


But when'the pinch caniej when they were drawn inlo the 


army by due: process bfogSv, they balked. The men were of 
German and'Austrian aneesiry and they based their unwilling- 
ness to enter the service on the ground that they had relatives 
in the German and Austrian armies against whom they would 
not fight. They did not claim exempliou as conscientious ob- 
jectors, but squarely took the ground that they would not fighl 
against the'armies in whjc hlhey had, or might have, relatives. 
Tried by courf-mnrtiai, they were found guilty and sentenced, 
and the' sentences:were approved by Secretary of War Baker, 
as was altogether proper. 


The incident should teach a valuable lesson. 
It is that an 


American citizen is a citizen, whether he became so by birth 
or naturalization, and that citizenship implies not only rights 
and privileges, but also duties and obligations. H does nol 
mean that one can''bask in the sun while.il shines and take 
refuge nuclei1 any such excuse as these men offered when (he 
storm breaks. 
Otherwise citizenship would be a mockery 


and the country would be subject to the most shameful be-' 
Iraynl in lime of crisis. 


It is well that this should be understood as these sentences 


win serve to make it understood. No one blames these jhen 
lor a natural disinclination to engage in battle against armies 
in which Ihey might have relatives, but they should have been 
manly enough to look the unpleasant fads in the face and 
fulfill'(heir duty to a counlry that has done so much for them, 
and .to which they owe unclevialing allegiance. Their failure 
to do Ihis has brought ugfSiVtlieirl-a-severe-bul deserved pen- 
ally, and if there nre'otllefs who feel as they professed to fee) 
they will do well to profit by. the lesson which these cases 
tench. 


This counlry is fighting for justice for all and is nol disposed 


to he unjust to any. 
11 defends every citizen in his rights and 


privileges, and in lime of stress it looks lo its cilizens for de- 
fense/and the man who fails al such a time has no right to 
complain of Ihe penalty brought upon him by his own cow- 
ardly or traitorous action.
